FROM THE BISHOP’S DESK 

By THE Rv. REV. KARL MorGAN BLOock, D.D., LL. D., C. B. E. 

It was pleasant, indeed, recently to greet 
Lt. Colonel and Mrs. Hickman Morgan 
from County Cork in Ireland, to talk over 
with them incidents in the life of his 
altogether delightful uncle, Canon Edward 
Morgan. Few men in the history of the 
Diocese served longer or more faithfully 
than did the man during whose rectorship 
lovely St. Luke’s Church, San Francisco, was 
built. We cannot afford to permit the 
memory of this consecrated priest to grow 
dim. Few in my long ministerial experience have achieved a 
similar distinction as a pastor and personal counsellor than did 
‘Father Morgan’, as he enjoyed being called. 


Another outstanding event this month was the opening of 
St. Edward’s Mission in Cambrian Park on the outskirts of San 
Jose. Largely through the gracious interest and cooperation 
of the Rev. Marshall Wickham, an interested group numbering 
about sixty persons met with me in the little cottage on our 
property at the corner of Union and Branham Avenues to 
inaugurate a new diocesan enterprise in that rapidly growing 
area. At some considerable expense we secured almost three 
acres of land, on which is located a bungalow sufficiently large, 
as I have indicated, to institute services and the sessions of the 
Church School. I dare hope that with the sacrificial response of 
those interested, we may be able to place there one of our 
seminarians who will graduate in June as vicar-in-charge. 
Although the room was crowded beyond normal capacity, the 
participation in the service and the cordiality at the coffee hour 
make me hopeful that we can establish a parish there within 
three years. 

Before departing for the Deep South, my schedule included 

services at St. Paul’s Oakland, and St. Timothy’s, Mountain 
View. The new rector of the former, the Rev. Robert Cling- 
man, is in residence and he has begun a ministry which gives 
every promise of being highly effective and richly blessed. 
. During part of our journey to Kansas City the pilot informed 
us we were making 410 miles per hour ground speed; thus we 
arrived at our destination almost an hour before scheduled 
to do so. I caught an earlier plane for St. Louis, where I spent 
three delightful days with my son and namesake and his 
charming family. 

From St. Louis I flew to New Orleans, whither my dear 
friend, Mr. Frank Godchaux, had sent his car to convey me to 
Abbeville and their lovely home. The Godchaux pay an annual 
visit to San Francisco, and during their stay attend Grace 
Cathedral as their parish church. Sunday, I preached at Trinity, 
New Orleans, and had tea with the Nugents. Their many 
friends in the Diocese will be happy to learn that they are

AS I SEE IT

Marin County is a lovely place to live - 
in, and more and more people are discover- 
ing it. When the Richmond-San Rafael 
bridge is finished there will probably be a 
new influx of permanent residents. When 
I visited Holy Innocents’, Corte Madera, for 
Confirmation recently, I realized this afresh. 
The church, already once enlarged under 
the strong leadership of the Rev. Tod 
Ewald, must be further altered to accom- 
modate still larger congregations. A fine 
class, the second for the year, was presented, and the spirit of the 
fellowship-hour after the service indicated a healthy growing 
work in this area of Marin. We are grateful for the rector's 
devoted service of many years past to the work of our Church at 
neighboring San Quentin. 


The next Sunday took me the length of the Diocese away to 
St. Barnabas’, Arroyo Grande, a little over 200 miles from San 
Francisco. This is lovely country, and our Church is well served 
in this area by the Rev. Alfred Paul Focht, who ministers to 
people in a radius of ten miles and more. The economy is es- 
sentially agricultural, but tourists and retired people are moving 
in. The church, a former Army chapel, is imposing on its 
strategic site. The Rev. Mr. Focht is well loved by his people 
for his excellent leadership, and a splendid group of young 
people received the Laying-on-of-hands. One of the great pillars 
of strength for the Church in this area and in the Diocese is 
Mrs. Cox, who for over 80 years has been one of those con- 
secrated Churchwomen who in her own life and the life of her 
children witnesses to the vitality of the Anglican heritage.

Evening Auxiliaries 
Hear Dr. Shepherd 

“Man has the opportunity to make im- 
portant decisions only once. The area of 
Southwest Asia and its continental islands 
is the opportunity of this moment in 
world history,” the Rev. Dr. Massey H. 
Shepherd, Jr., told the seventy-five or 


more women attending the semi-annual 
diocesan Woman's Auxiliary meeting at 
St. Matthew's, San Mateo, on March 9. 
Last Summer Dr. Shepherd gave a six- 
week lecture course at the Church's 
Seminary in Tokyo, then spent a week 
in Hong Kong before having another 


series of lectures at the seminary in the 
Philippines. The crux of his highly in- 
formative remarks was: give to the sem- 
inaries, that natives may be properly 
trained for the ministry of the Anglican 
churches in these areas. 

Specifically, Dr. Shepherd advocated 
giving to Japan Christian love and under- 
standing (and financial aid for its one 
seminary of twenty-five students, without 
imposing Western patterns or churchways. 
“The Western world’s sympathetic help, 
with no attempt at domination, may be 
the deciding factor in this area of world 
tensions,” he said. 

For Hong Kong, a diocese filled with 
Chinese refugees, he urged all possible 
help, so that refugees may be Christian- 
ized before returning to their homes 
throughout China. There is one American 
priest in Hong Kong, and it is hoped that 
a chaplain may soon be sent to minister 
to the Naval personnel there; but again, 
the crying need is for a larger native 
ministry. 

For the Philippines, which are predom- 
inantly Christian, he pleaded for con- 
tinued support for the Seminary. The 
Philippine Independent Church, though 
not yet in communion with the Anglican 
Church, has since 1947 had its bishops 
consecrated by our bishops, and there is 
strong hope for a union of the two 
Churches within the next 20 or 30 years. 
At the present time the theological edu- 
cation of the Philippine Independent 
Church is inadequate, but with union, a 
strong ministry could be developed, Dr. 
Shepherd said. 

“If the Church spends itself to see that 
the Gospel is truly carried to that part 
of the world, the history of the world will 
be different.” 

New Church Dedicated 
In Monterey 

The formal dedication of St. James’, 
Monterey, on January 22, was more than 
the setting-apart of a building of mortar, 
stones, and lumber. It was the dedication 
of a congregation of devoted people who 
offered, not alone their money and their 
prayers, but also their hard physical effort 
over several weeks. 

The building contract called for no 


more than floors, walls, roof, windows, 
and doors, together with plumbing and 
electricity, without so much as hardware. 
Beginning with the bare frame of a 
building all the rest of the work was done 
by members of the congregation. One of 
the most amazing things was the dis- 
covery of ed skills in so many 
people. Before the actual dedication took 
place practically every soul had made some 
contribution in time and talent. 

Mr. E. Lee Hamlin, warden, chairman 
and treasurer of the Building Committee, 
acted as co-ordinator of voluntary labor 
and chief carpenter. Working with him 
nearly every day were Mr. F. Parker Fox, 
Mr. George Exline, Mr. Ray Snook, and 
the vicar, the Rev. Kenneth L. Sander- 
cock. With such help as others could 
render from time to time the whole of 
the interior of the building was lined with 
polished Phillipine mahogany, whilst 
other rooms off the church were plastered 
and painted as required. Mr. Delmar Bear 
and Mr. Edward McSully also painted and 
laid concrete outside the church. The bulk 
of the painting and plastering was done by 
Mr. Jack Armstrong and his wife. 

Many of the women spent hours in 
similar works: sanding and finishing new 
furniture, using hammer and saw. One 
young mother, Mrs. Gerald Thomas, came 
day after day with two very small child- 
ren and turned her hand to anything from 
laying floor tiles to running errands. She 
also built the kitchen cabinets with the 
help of her husband. 

On a number of days it was not un- 
common to find a dozen or more men and 
women working at high speed that the 
building might be ready. And all the 
time the rain fell steadily. 

So many having given so much of 
themselves, there was a special sense 
of thankfulness and dedication of body, 
mind, and soul, as the Rt. Rev. Karl 
Morgan Block, Bishop of the Diocese,

conducted the service in a crowded church. 
Necessary furniture had been moved that 
very day from the old church after the 
morning service. 

At the same service the Bishop dedi- 
cated new furnishings given as memorials: 
tabernacle, given by Mrs. William M. 
O'Donnell and Mr. Ralph Hitchcock in 
memory of Mr. William M. O'Donnell; 
Madonna Plaque (over the font), done 
by Mrs. Erica Franke and given by Mrs. 
Richard Ellis Roberts in memory of her 
husband; credence table, given by the 
Woman's Auxiliary in memory of the 
Rev. Malcolm and Mrs. Peart; offering 
plates, given by the Brotherhood of St. 
Andrew; prayer desk and lectern, given 
by friends in memory of Mrs. Alma Urm- 
ston; altar rails, given by Mrs. Richard 
Ellis Roberts in memory of her husband; 
and font, given by parents of babies 
baptized in St. James’ during the past 
twelve months. All of the furniture, with 
the exception of the brass offering plates, 
is of Philippine mahogany. 

The architect was Mr. Joseph Wythe, 
and the contractor was Mr. Roy Hubbard, 
both of Monterey.

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THE MISSION OF CANTERBURY

REVIVAL—BUT NOT ON CAMPUS 


The new religiosity—or new piety, if you will—is one of the 
salient phenomena of our time. It has led multitudes, at least 
momentarily, to Christ; it has caused churches to spring, like 
Jason’s men, from earth, it has raised billions for the propagation 
of the Faith; it may even have done some permanent good. 
But the seed which is productive of such various and luscious 
blooms as Peale, Sheen, and Graham, has fallen on stony ground 
in the Universities. 


The explanation is probably simple enough. Both the parents 
and the professors of the present college generation were 
educated in the overwhelmingly “agnostic thirties”, when 
Christianity was widely dismissed as outdated Jewish myth. 
Many currently-used textbooks refer matter-of-factly to the 
“Post-Christian” era, and the prevailing climate of academic 
opinion is still, though decreasingly, unChristian. 

For Christian student-work this situation presents both a 
handicap (which is loudly. bewailed), and a challenge (which 
is largely ignored). The current insignificance of Christian 
student-work in the life of the university-at-large is jointly 
a product of this handicap and of the failure to meet this 
challenge——in what proportions I cannot venture to say. 


For, make no mistake, Christian student-work is insignificant, 
relative to the totality of college life. Though many denom- 
inations have student programs, for the most part housed in 
impressive structures staffed by well trained workers, their 
very existence is unkown to an overwhelming percentage of the 
undergraduates. And the activities of such organizations as the 
Interfaith, and Student Christian, Councils is known to fewer 
still. 


IS CANTERBURY WORTH KEEPING? 


In our own Church the situation is roughly as follows: Of 


the eighteen-thousand students at U.C., one thousand call them- 
selves Episcopalians. This is, in a sense, Canterbury's parish, 
and a very sizeable parish it would be, except that eight-hundred 
remain wholly and majestically aloof. Another hundred? makes 
one of two appearances during the year. Of the remaining 
hundred, fifty come at least once a month, and the other fifty 
consider themselves to be, and in fact are, Canterbury. They 
formulate and carry out its program and give the organization 
its tone. 

Now, Canterbury, though miserably understaffed and _ ill 
housed, is still an expensive item. It costs quite a few thousands 
a year, and the question springs at once to mind: in view of 
the handful it reaches, does the program justify its continuance? 


The reply is a resounding, “yes”. Indeed, for at least two 
reasons the Church simply cannot afford to discontinue it: 

For one thing, figures show that an amazing proportion of 
men now in Seminary were converted to Christianity, led to 
choose the Episcopal Church, and finally called to the ministry, 
all during their college years. Obviously, the Canterbury as- 
sociations across the country are an indispensable source of what 
is, even so, in sadly short supply. 


Secondly, of the arriving students who call themselves 
Episcopalians, few indeed have any very concrete notion of 
their faith, and for them the educational and devotional pro- 
gram of Canterbury is indispensable. Courses, lectures, dis- 
cussion groups, and just plain “bull-sessions”, focus the thinking 
and foster the spiritual growth of the young people who are 
the Church of tomorrow. Nowhere else does the Church have 
such an opportunity to assure itself of the trained laity without 
which it cannot survive. 


To the individuals whom it serves, the discontinuance of 
Canterbury would be a catastrophe, for it is much more than

a source of religious instruction. In the endless chilly expanses 
of a vast and inhospitable University, Canterbury, like its sister 
foundations, is a spot of warmth and welcome. To it come the 
shy, the lost, the lonely, to whom, without some such refuge, 
their college years would be unimaginably bleak and cold. 


Nor is Canterbury only a social windbreak, valuable as that 
would be. It is also a very sucessful form of group-therapy. 
Once the timid or lonely student finds himself in an atmosphere 
of total acceptance and Christian fellowship, his growth in 
personality and character is always noticeable and often phen- 
omenal. Thus, on a Christian social level, Canterbury does yeo- 
man service, both on the temporary basis of making bearable 
the student’s college years, and in fitting him for a full life 
thereafter. 


INADEQUATE FACILITIES 


Yet the fact remains that the student foundations make no 
impact on the University as a whole. In our own case, of 
course, we are tremendously hampered by lack of facilities. 
The minimum essentials for mounting a student program con- 
sist of an adequate building, a resident chaplain, a trained 
student worker, and a secretary. We are confined to two very 
small rooms in St. Mark's parish house. We have as chaplain 
only the part-time services of an exceedingly busy, though very 
able, clergyman. Our student worker is frequently swamped in 
paper work for the lack of any secretarial assistance. Compated 
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to the well staffed brick-and-paneled splendors of other de- 
nominations, this is all very discouraging indeed. 

(In fairness and gratitude to St. Mark’s, one must admit 
that the situation has to some extent the virtues of its defects. 
The generosity and hospitality of the parish make available 
to us club and assembly rooms and a very beautiful chapel at no 
expense to Canterbury. More valuable still is a uniquely close 
relationship between the student members and the parish, as 
well as an unusual degree of contact with its very distinguished 
rector. It is obvious, however, that even these very real ad- 
vantages only mitigate a most disheartening situation. ) 


Still, these physical deficiencies provide only a small part 
of the explanation. Canterbury, after all, is the only foundation 
thus handicapped; yet the total effect of all of them is con- 
siderably less than seismic. Where the reasons lie is a subject for 
great study. I can only suggest certain possible avenues for 
exploration. 


OFF SIDE 


First, the foundations are more than geographically to one 
side of the campus. If not quite divorced from University 
life, they are certainly living in a state of amiable separation. 
Surprisingly little emphasis is placed upon the extension of the 
students’ Christianity into such life-situations as his attitude 
toward his studies, the status machinery of the campus, or 
campus politics. There is not yet sufficient awareness that we 
can only work out our salvation and that of the University 
wn the University. 


FUNCTIONAL THINKING 


Secondly, there is a wooly confusion as to the real purpose 
of the foundations. Take our own, for instance. Are we pri- 
marily a mission to the University; and, if so, what are our 
duties to the unsaved? Or are we tantamount to a pro tem parish 
for the thousand Episcopal students? If so, what do we owe 
our eight-hundred absentee parishioners? Should we attempt 
to bait them with dances, dinners, and socials (“hot-dog 
Christianity” I have heard this called); or, as some of the 
sterner brethren maintain, should Christ be offered purely on 
His own merits, without irrelevant bribes, which, they say pro- 
due only rice Christians at most? 


Or, is our primary purpose in the realm of Christian social- 
work? Do we exist primarily to provide a home for the home- 
less, dates for the dateless, Christian fellowship and the atmos- 
phere of Christian acceptance which leads to self acceptance? 
Or, again, are we to think of ourselves as a sort of Department 
of Religion of the University, where the poorly informed, 
the inarticulate, and not-yet-“arrived” members of the Church, 
may receive instruction and preparation for Christian living? 
Or, do we exist essentially as a liaison agency with the local 
parish churches, funneling into the several worship services 
students who would not otherwise attend? And, finally, what 
is our duty as to acts of corporal charity? Are we in any sense 
a Christian service organization? 


Each of these concepts, all worthy in themselves is at one 


time or another enthusiastically proclaimed as the function of — 


Canterbury. Existentially, however, they are not merely too 
numerous, but in some cases mutually exclusive. It is evident 
that some (perhaps very difficult) choices and decisions must 


. be made. 


OTHER FAILURES 


I will point only briefly to certain other possible sources of 
failure. I believe there has been a notable failure of imagina- 
tion. This is demonstrated by the fact that all the foundations 
do virtually the same things. Nobody experiments, and in 
fact there has been a notable absence of dreaming large dreams, 
—of the sort of “thinking big” which, alas, is more conspicuous 
in business than in the Church. 

There has been a failure of responsibility for their own 
corporate welfare among the student members of most local 
foundations, and especially our own. Canterbury members 
have all too often been content to be “free riders”, with a re- 
sultant loss in real participation and growth in our Christian 
family. There has been a failure, also, in cooperation among 
the several foundations, who largely sit mutually apart in a 
state of mildly benevolent neutrality. 


STILL WORTHWHILE 


Every Christian desires that the Christian movement should 
be a vital part of every University, and this is especially true 
of the clergy and student-workers. All the problems mentioned 
are under earnest and prayerful discussion. On national, dio- 
cesan, and local, levels more attention than ever before is being 
given to student-work in our Church. And little by little the 
results are already commencing to show. There is an appreci- 
ably growing Christian temper in the University. Each year 
Canterbury, with its sister foundations, reaches a bit further 
into campus life. 


It is, therefore, with optimism that I return to my original 
question: does Canterbury justify its continued existence? I 
repeat that it does. 


True, our scope has been sadly limited. But even within 
that scope, the program has done priceless service to the 
Church and to individuals. And there is every reason to believe 
that this service will become ever broader and more valuable 
as greater facilities, both of method and of plant, are made 
available.

Presentation 
will be made through a cooperative effort 
of four colleges which have been intim- 
ately associated with the Episcopal Church 
since their founding: Hobart College in 
Geneva, New York; Trinity College in 
Hartford, Connecticut; Kenyon College 
in Gambier, Ohio; and the University of 
the South in Sewanee, Tennessee. 


Efforts of these four colleges to focus 
Church attention on the problems, needs, 
and contributions, of Christian higher 
education this year will be concentrated 
in special services in New York, Philadel- 
phia, Pittsburgh, and Buffalo. 


Dr. Gordon K. Chalmers, president of 
Kenyon College, will be the guest speaker 
at the special Four-College service to be

College Division 
Gets New Head 


The Rev.. Philip Tyler Zabriskie has 
been appointed to the post of executive 
secretary of the Division of College Work 
of the National Council. He succeeds 
the Rev. Roger Blanchard, who became 
dean of St. John’s Cathedral, Jacksonville, 
Fla., on March 1, 1956. Presently assist- 
ant rector of Grace Church, Amherst, 
Mass., and assistant chaiplain at Amherst 
College, the Rev. Mr. Zabriskie will as- 
sume his new duties in the late Summer 


of 1956. 


Philip Zabriskie was born March 6, 
1928, in Alexandria, Va., a son of the 
Rev. Alexander C. Zabriskie, former dean 
of the Virginia Theological Seminary, and 
of Mary Tyler Zabriskie. He attended 
the Groton School in Groton, Mass., and 
holds a B.A. from Princeton University, 
from which he graduated summa cum 
laude from the Department of History, 
magna cum laude from the Division of

Anglican to Lead 


Drama Course 

A noted British. producer, who is a 
member of the Church of England, will 
direct a three-year Experimental Program 
in Religious Drama, which will be in- 
augurated at Union Theological Semin- 
ary, New York City, next September. The 
program will be made possible through 
a $55,000 grant from the Rockefeller 
Foundation. 


Mr. E. Martin Browne, director of the 
program, was one of the founders of the 
Religious Drama Society and its director 
during its early years and is presently 
director of the British Drama League. 
Educated at Eton and Oxford University, 
Mr. Browne was responsible for enlisting 
the Anglican author T. S. Eliot in the 
writing of drama, and has been the pro- 
ducer of all Mr. Eliot’s plays, both in 
London and New York. In the field of 
religious drama, Mr. Browne has been 
producer of the Canterbury Festival, the 
Tewkesbury Festival, and the York Mys- 
tery Plays. 

Serving with him at Union as Lecturer 
on Religious Drama will be his wife, Miss 
Henzie Raeburn, a noted British actress 
and authoress, who recently appeared in 
the London showing of “The Match- 
maker”. 

Mr. Browne, who is a holder of the 
Order of Commander of the British Em- 
pire, will be visiting professor of Re- 
ligious Drama at the Seminary during the 
Fall Semester of 1956-57. The program 
will be continued through the Spring 
Semester under the leadership of first- 
rank directors and critics. 


Youth Offering for 
Brazilian Boys Town 

On Sunday, April 22, 1956, the 1956 
Youth Offering will be taken in Episcopal 
churches throughout the country. This 
year's Youth Offering will be used to help 
build a Boys Town in Rio de Janeiro, 
Brazil, where more than 80,000 aban- 
doned boys roam the streets, sleeping in 
the streets, in doorways, or shacks in the 
favela, a slum so crime-ridden that even 
the police fear to enter. 
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The forsaken boys, some as young as 
ten years of age, are victims of a con- 
stantly recurring set of circumstances. A 
few are orphans, whose parents died in 
the drought of northwestern Brazil, but 
the large majority have families who live 
in the favela. These boys are evicted from 
their homes because there is too little 
room and food for their constantly-grow- 
ing families; the girls are usually kept 
at home. As these abandoned boys grow 
up, they gradually join the criminal ele- 
ment of Rio. 

A 35-acre tract of land in the mountains 
has already been purchased, and with 
the help of the Youth Offering, buildings 
will be provided for a Boys Town which 
will give these boys a home during their 
most formative years. Under the direction 
of the Rt. Rev. Louis D. Melcher, Mis- 
sionaty Bishop of Central Brazil, and the 
Rev. Raymond K. Riebs, rector of the 
American mission and youth advisor in 
Central Brazil, the Boys Town, built with 
the help of the 1956 Youth Offering, will 
give the neglected boys of Rio a chance 
to learn and develop in a wholesome 
Christian environment, and to become 
useful citizens of their society. 


Summary, National Council’s 
February Meeting 


Speaking at the National Council's 
quarterly meeting at Seabury House, 
Greenwich, Conn., February 21 to 23, the 
Rt. Rev. Richard S$. M. Emrich, Bishop of 
Michigan and Chairman of the Council's 
Home Department, said: 

“In the opinion of the Home Depart- 
ment, the greatest single need of the 
Church, if it is not going to ‘miss the 
boat’ in the continental United States, 
is for a very large revolving building or 
loan fund. Our failure to have a great 
building fund is holding us back as a 
Church.” The Bishop pointed out that 
for every one dollar loaned, $5.14 of 
church and church building construction 
would go up and expressed the hope that 
the Church might establish a large build- 
ing loan fund in the near future. 


Other business conducted by the Na- 
tional Council included: 


General 

The election of the Hon. Raymond E. 
Baldwin, a justice of the Connecticut 
Supreme Court and former Governor of 
Connecticut, to fill a vacancy on the Na- 
tional Council caused by the recent death 
of Theodor W. Rehmann of Des Moines, 


lowa. 

The re-election of the Rev C. Rankin 
Barnes as Secretary of the National 
Council. 

Financial 

The adoption of a record annual budget 
of $6,666,562, which exceeds last year’s 
budget by more than $500,000. The Coun- 
cil expressed its gratitude to the Church 
for its support of the 1955 budget, after 
Mr. H. M. Addinsell, treasurer of the 
National Council, reported that the total 
of receipts paid in 1955 ($5,061,993.04) 
was $144,167.18 greater than the amount 
paid in 1954 and represents 97.68 per 
cent of the Quota assigned to the dioceses 
and 101.3 per cent of Expectations ac- 
cepted by them. Mr. Addinsell went on 
to report that every diocese and mission- 
ary district in the United States and all 
but two of the foreign missionary districts 
paid their 1955 Expectations in full and 
that remittances from thirty-four of the 
ninety-nine dioceses and missionary dis- 
tricts exceeded their estimates. 

A sum of $16,000 was appropriated 
in memory of the late Charles Henry 
Brent, formerly Bishop of the Philippines 
and Bishop of Central New York, who 
was active in the early ecumenical move- 
ment. This sum, together with $10,000 
pledged by the Woman’s Auxiliary to the 
National Council, will go towards the 
$750,000 headquarters building fund of 
the World Council of Churches in Gen- 
eva, Switzerland. 


Overseas Department 

Grants were appropriated for churches, 
buildings, and work in: Liberia, the Pan- 
ama Canal Zone, Puerto Rico, the Philip- 
pines, Alaska, Honolulu, Okinawa, Tai- 
wan, and to the Bishop of Hong Kong 
for work among the Chinese. 


Department of Christian Social 
Relations 

The Rev. Gardner M. Day, chairman 
of the Division of Urban Industrial 
Church Work, announced that four 
churches have been chosen and approved 
by the Division to be recipients of grants 
from the Birthday Thank Offering. The 
churches, which are carrying on projects 


in child evangelism, are: Trinity Church, 
Seattle, Wash.; Santa Fe Mission, San 


_ Antonio, Texas; St. Stephen’s Church, St. 


Louis, Mo.; and St. Thomas’ Church, 
Detroit, Mich. 


Division of Christian Citizenship 

Twelve-hundred dollars was appropri- 
ated to the Division for scholarship as- 
sistance to Episcopal clergy attending the 
Yale Summer School of Alcohol Studies. 
Some ten priests will attend the school 
this Summer. 


Department of Promotion 

The Rt. Rev. Everett H. Jones, of West 
Texas, chairman of the department, 
announced that a new policy had been 
adopted by the Department, with respect 
to the production of materials for the 
Every Member Canvass: the new material 
will be based on the results of a Church- 
wide questionnaire; will recognize that 
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there is more than one way of effectively 
conducting an Every Member Canvass; 
and would be ready by late April of each 
year. 

Bishop Jones also stated that the De- 
partment is impressed by the tremendous- 
ly important role being played through- 
out the Church by diocesan magazines 
and newspapers. In the near future, the 
Division of Public Relations plans to have 
several conferences at which editors can 
meet with each other and with the Na- 
tional Council’s Public Relations officer 
for an exchange of experiences and ideas. 


Department of Christian Education 


The National Council adopted a reso- 
lution that there be designated, two years 
in advance, when possible, a_ specific 
project of advance work in the Overseas 
or Domestic Missions areas to which 
some part of the Church School Mis- 
sionary Offering would be allocated. This 
was done to allow the Department suf- 
ficient time to prepare study materials for 
the Offering. 


Upon the recommendation of the Over- 
seas Department, the National Council 
designated the Missionary District of 
Haiti to receive that part of the 1957 
Church School Missionary Offering to be 
allocated to the Overseas field. 


The Rev. David R. Hunter, director of 
the Department, reported on the evalua- 
tion program for the new curriculum, 
now being carried on. Thirty dioceses 
and missionary districts agreed to co-oper- 
ate with the evaluation plan, and twenty- 
five have submitted reports to date. The 
data, compiled on the basis of interviews 
with Church-School teachers, leaders, and 
students, will not be complete until some- 
time this Spring. The number inter- 
viewed included: 301 teachers and leaders 
of parents’ classes, 142 classes, 1288 
children, and 407 parents. During 1956- 
57, Dr. Hunter stated, the first three 
courses published and the first parents’ 
manual in the new curriculum will be re- 
vised and tested, so that they can be re- 
published in 1957-58. 


Home Department 


Division of Domestic Missions: The 
National Council adopted a series of 
guiding principles for the use of the 
Church in its work among Negroes, which 
set desegregation as a “goal for all Church 
institutions and agencies”. The statement 
sets forth, further, that “the Church should 
not only insure to members of all races 


full and free participation in worship 
services everywhere; she should also stand 
for fair and full access to educational, 
social, and health services, and for equal 
economic opportunities, without compro- 
mise, self-consciousness, or apology.” 


Division of Town and Country Work: 
The Rev. Clifford Samuelson, executive 
secretary of the Division, reported that 
a grant of $60,000 had been made from 
the Builders for Christ campaign for a 
multi-purpose new building at the Na- 
tional Town-Country Institute, which 
trains some 160 students for town and 
country ministry and Church work each 
year. 


Armed Forces Division: The National 
Council approved the appointment of an 
associate secretary for the Division since, 
as this work has developed, it has be- 
come more important to have closer con- 
tact with the field. 


The Rev. Robert J. Plumb, executive 
secretary of the Division said in his re- 
port that in 1955, Episcopal chaplains 
with the Armed Forces had presented 
697 persons for confirmation; baptized 
1,486; married 352; and buried 595. He 
cited the figures to demonstrate that the 
military chaplaincy was essentially a “nor- 
mal” ministry, which now gives Episcopal 
priests “wide freedom to pursue their 


spiritual vocation”. Chaplain Plumb said 


that the Church now needs at least thirty 
priests under thirty-three years of age 
to volunteer for this special ministry, and 


that unless the Episcopal Church filled its 
quota of military chaplains, the posts 
would be filled with ministers of other 
Churches. 


The Committee on World Relief and 
Church Co-operation 

The Rev. Almon R. Pepper, director 
of the Department of Christian Social 
Relations and Secretary of the Committee, 
reported that the total program carried 
on by the Committee in 1955 amounted to 
$468,156. He stated that Church mem- 
bers had contributed $56,000 to the Pre- 
siding Bishop's Fund for World Relief 
and Church Co-operation during the past 
year. 

There was appropriated a sum of $25,- 
000 to the Presiding Bishop’s Fund for 
World Relief and Church Co-operation. 
This sum was given in addition to the 
fund’s regular budget appropriation and 
was necessary because of increased fe- 
quests for aid in unexpected volume. 
These requests amounted to $92,000 in 
1955; in 1956 to $135,000. 

The Rev. Alexander Jurisson, resource 
secretary of the Committee on World 
Relief and Church Co-operation, reported 
to the National Council on two trips to 
Europe, both made within the last ten 
months at the request of the World Coun- 
cil of Churches and Church World Serv- 
ice. On these trips, one made last Spring 
to Germany, and the other right after 
last Christmas to Germany, Holland, Bel- 
gium, and France, the Rev. Mr. Jurisson 
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interpreted the refugee resettlement pro- 
gram to those refugees interested in com- 
ing to the United States, and helped the 
World Council of Churches to reach 
people who want to come. 

Speaking of the Episcopal Church's re- 
settlement program, the Rev. Mr. Jurisson 
said that it had resettled more arriving 
refugees than any other member-Church 
of Church World Service. He said that 
the success of the Church's program was 
due to the overwhelming interest of dio- 
ceses and parishes in it and to the fine 
leadership of the Presiding Bishop and 
the other bishops of the Church.

Transferred the Rev. William B. Mur- 
dock from associate secretary of Leader- 
ship Training to editor of Leadership 
Training Publications, effective March 1, 
1956. 

Appointed the Rev. Arthur O. Phin- 
ney executive secretary of the Unit of 
Camps and Conferences, effective April 
1, 1956. 

Transferred the Rev. Francis W. 
Voelcker from associate editor and ex- 
ecutive assistant in the Division of Cur- 
riculum Development to director of 
Evaluation in the same division, effective 
March 1, 1956. 

Released the Rev. John B. Midworth 
from his post as executive secretary of the 
Adult Division and transferred him to a 
post as executive secretary of the Labor- 
atories on the Church and Group Life, 
effective March 1, 1956. 


Eastern Bishops on 
Radio Series 
On April 15, The Episcopal Hour will 
begin its 11th annual series over the 
largest free-time radio network enjoyed 
by any religious program in America. 
The 1956 Episcopal Hour features ten 


programs, presented over a consecutive 
10-week period, with sermons by the Re. 
Rev. Austin Pardue, Bishop of Pittsburgh, 
and the Rr. Rev. Edwin A. Penick, Bishop 
of North Carolina. To set the proper 
religious mood, these talks on Christian 
doctrine and philosophy will be, as in 
the past, set in a framework of liturgical 
music, well known hymns and classic 
works of the masters in the field of Church 
music, and appropriate both to the season 
of the Church Year and to the sermons. 

Directed and produced by The Episco- 
pal Radio-TV Foundation, The Episcopal 
Hour is the only continuing radio pro- 
gram presented by the Episcopal Church 
on a national level. Chartered in 1954, 
the foundation is an agent of the Epis- 
copal Church, though not an official organ. 
It is designed to increase the missionary 
outreach of the Church through the use 
of radio and television. The foundation, 
which originated in the Fourth Province, 
is administered by a Board of Trustees, 
made up of bishops, other clergy, and 
leading lay people, elected from across 
the country. Mr. Maurice E. Bennett, Jr., 
publisher of Episcopal Churchnews, Rich- 
mond, Va., is chairman of the Board of 
Trustees. 

The Episcopal Hour can be heard in the 
Bay Area from Station KFBK, Sacra- 
mento. on Sunday morning at 7:00. Sta- 
tion KFBK, with 50,000 watts of power, 
is located at 1530 kilocycles on the radio 
dial. 


Famous Playwright Endows 
Room in Theological School 

SEWANEE, TENN. Tennessee Williams, 
Pulitzer - Prize-winning dramatist, has 
given $1,000 to the University of the 
South for a room in memory of his grand- 
father, the late Rev. Walter Edwin Dakin. 

The memorial room will be in St. Luke’s 
Hall — the second permanent building 
erected at Sewanee and the oldest now 
standing—currently being remodeled at 
a cost of about $375,000. St. Luke’s Hall 
houses the Divinity School of the Uni- 
versity. 


New Film Shows 
Haiti Church 

The story of the Episcopal Church in 
Haiti is the theme of Heartbeat of Haiti, 
newest missionary film of the National 
Council of the Episcopal Church. Among 
its scenes are some filmed in Holy Trinity 
Cathedral, Port-au-Prince, which show the 
primitive murals on its walls. The Cath- 


edral has been called, by some art critics, 
“a storehouse of Western religious art”. 

Through five people the film reveals 
the promise of tomorrow for Haiti. One 
is a nun, dedicated to the teaching and 
the care of the handicapped. One is a 
layreader in the isolated interior, who 
struggles to free his people from super- 
stition and fear. Another, a priest, is one 
of twenty Episcopal clergy who serve the 
Island's people. A young layman who 
captures on canvas the beauty of God's 
world, and a Boy Scout visiting the Cita- 
delle, complete the story.

Rector Leaves 
French Parish 
The rector of the oldest French Hugue- 
not church in the United States has re- 
tired after a ministry of thirty years. 
Before leaving his pulpit, the Rev. John 
A. Maynard introduced the congregation 
of the Eglise du Saint Esprit in New York 
City to its new rector, Dr. Rene Vaillant, 
who is also assistant chaplain of the Col- 
umbia University Chapel. 3 
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Dr. Maynard has played a leading and 
varied role in French affairs. In World 
War Il, he was one of the leaders and 
first members of the Association of the 
Free French in the United States. He 
was also instrumental in founding the 
French War Relief. 


Record Goal Set 
For Relief Fund 

The major U.S. Protestant, Anglican, 
and Eastern Orthodox, Churches are seek- 
ing $10,900,000 in the 1956 United Ap- 
peal for overseas programs of relief and 
reconstruction. This goal, the highest ever 
set, was announced by Harper Sibley, 
chairman of Church World Service, inter- 
denominational relief and rehabilitation 
agency of the National Council of the 
Churches of Christ in the U.S.A. 

Mr. Sibley, an Episcopalian, said that 
the major portion of the additional funds 
sought (nearly $1,500,000 greater than 
last year’s) are ear-marked for use in send- 
ing abroad U.S. surplus wheat, corn, beans, 
and rice, recently released by the Gov- 
ernment for free distribution by religious 
and other voluntary relief organizations. 
The Episcopal Church participates in 
overseas relief and rehabilitation through 
Church World Service. The Church's link 
with the latter organization is through 
the Presiding Bishop's Committee for 
World Relief and Church Co-operation. 


Bishop Opens 
Cuban Chapel 

The Rt. Rev. Alexander Hugo Blank- 
ingship, Missionary Bishop of Cuba, was 
the consecrator of the new $30,000 Chapel 
of the Resurrection at Evangelical Theo- 


logical Seminary in Matanzas, Cuba. Con- 
struction of the chapel was made possible 
by a gift of $25,000 from the Episcopal 
Church and one of $5,000 from Samuel 
C. Dysart, vice-president of the Sinclair 
Cuba Oil Company, and Mrs. Dysart. 

The seminary is a joint Episcopal-Pres- 
byterian - Methodist institution for the 
training of young Cubans and other 
Latin Americans for missionary work in 
the Caribbean area and South America. 
Established in 1946, it has an enrollment 
of forty-two students. 


Marine Museum 
Receives Model 

A model of the English bark Endeavour, 
which carried Capt. James Cook on his 
first scientific voyage around the world 
from 1768 to 1771, was presented by Sir 
Percy Spender, Australian Ambassador to 
the United States, to the Rev. Raymond 
S. Hall, priest-director of the Seamen’s 
Church Institute in New York. The model 
will join the collection of more than two- 
hundred ship models in the Institute’s 
Marine Museum. 

Sir Percy reminded Dr. Hall that dur- 
ing Capt. Cook’s voyage, Australia was 
proclaimed British territory. “With the 
Australian people,” Sir Percy said, “The 
Endeavour is more than a ship. It is almost 
an article of faith.” 


Group Is Named 
To Visit India 

Two bishops, two priests, and a layman, 
have been named by the Rt. Rev. Henry 
Knox Sherrill, Presiding Bishop, as a 
special delegation to visit the Church of 
South India in July, 1956.

Its findings will 
be reported to the 1957 meeting of the 
Joint Commission on Ecumenical Rela- 
tions. 

The Church of South India was estab- 
lished in 1947 by a merger of Anglican, 
Presbyterian, Methodist, Dutch Reformed, 
and Congregational, Church bodies. 


Dean Hits Work 
Of UNESCO 


Church missionary work is superior to 
UNESCO in promoting world friendship, 
the Very Rev. Francis B. Sayre, Jr., dean 
of the Washington Cathedral, said in a 
recent sermon, in which he noted that 
he once came away from a UNESCO 
conference with a “poignant” sense of 
futility. 

“All those missionaries of culture, those 
emissaries of art and learning and national 
handicraft . . . were ablaze for the cause 
of mutual understanding and peace,” he 
said. “But the drawstring that could draw 
all together was lacking, and all I heard 
at the last was aimless talk.” 

The dean said that a generation ago, 
most of those at the conference would 
have been missionaries, “but now religion 
is a word that is strictly taboo at their 
meetings’. 


Bishop Resumes 
European Tour 

The Rt. Rev. Stephen E. Keeler, Bishop 
of Minnesota, has resumed his additional 
duties as Bishop of American Episcopal 
Churches in Europe. 

Fully recovered from the illness which 
interrupted his European visitation last 
Summer, the Bishop is spending six weeks 
conferring with Church authorities and 
confirming new members.

His tour of churches started with Holy 
Trinity Cathedral, Paris, where he spoke 
at a special service on Jan. 29. From there, 
he went to Munich to arrange for the 
appointment of a priest for the Church 
of the Ascension, destroyed by the Nazis 
during World War II. Presently admin- 
istered by an Army chaplain, it is to be 
rebuilt near the University. 

From Munich, Bishop Keeler went to 
Frankfort to arrange for building the new 
combined church of Se. Willibrord (Old 
Catholic) and St. Stephen (Episcopal). 
He will also arrange for a priest to replace 
the military chaplain there. Funds for 
the building are being made available 
through the United Thank Offering. 

The Bishop's schedule included a visita- 
tion to St. Paul’s, Rome. A re-organiza- 
tion conference with parish authorities at 
St. James’, Florence, funds for which work 
have been appropriated by the National 
Council; a visitation to Emanuel Church 
in Geneva; and ordinations and confirma- 
tions in Madrid; were also on his itinerary. 
He sailed from London on Feb. 25. 


Segregation Plan 
Scored by Bishop 

The Rt. Rev. Randolph R. Claiborne, 
Jr., Bishop of Atlanta, joined Georgia 
Methodist and Baptist leaders in speaking 
out against the private school plan, adopt- 
ed by the State legislature to circumvent 
integration in public schools. 

The Bishop, speaking at the annual 
meeting of the Diocese of Atlanta, held 
at Macon, warned against the danger of 
“putting into hands of one man the power 
to destroy the public school system of 
the State”. 

In his address, Bishop Claiborne noted 
there had been reports of suggestions by 
“men in high political circles” that people 
stop paying dues in churches whose min- 
isters describe integration as “the Chris- 
tian thing” to do. He stated that the Epis- 
copal Church stands for separation of 
Church and State. 

“We,” the Bishop continued, “the de- 
scendants of those who came to this free 
land seeking freedom of religion, can do 
no less than point out the danger to our 
religious freedom of this dangerous 
method of procedure.” He added that in 
its forty-nine years of existence, the Dio- 
cese of Atlanta has never recognized seg- 
regation in its official diocesan life and 
“stands on the proposition that segrega- 
tion on the basis of race is inconsistent 
with the principles of Christian religion”.

(Continued from page 11, column 1) 
held April 15 at Trinity Cathedral in 
Pittsburgh. At St. John’s Cathedral in 
New York City the speaker will be the 
Rev. George M. Alexander, dean-elect of 
the Theological Seminary of Sewanee. The 
Rt. Rev. Oliver J. Hart, Bishop of Penn- 
sylvania and an alumnus of Hobart, will 
preach the sermon at the Church of the 
Holy Trinity in Philadelphia, and Albert 
E. Holland, vice-president of Trinity Col- 
lege, will speak at St. Paul's Cathedral in 
Buffalo. Alumni of each of the colleges 
will march in formal processions at the 
services. 

This is the third year the four colleges 
have sponsored special services to recog- 
nize National Christian-College Sunday. 
Special presentations have also been made 
at General Conventions, both to the 
House of Bishops and the House of Dep- 
uties; and at the Boston convention, in 
1952, the colleges manned a booth and 
jointly sponsored a dinner which drew 
several hundred of their alumni who 
were attending the convention. 


The colleges, their programs, and their 
special endeavors to acquaint Churchmen 
with their work, received a special en- 
dorsement from the Presiding Bishop, the 
Rt. Rev. Henry Knox Sherrill, who spoke 
at the first Four-College dinner. Bishop 
Sherrill said: 

“I am glad to endorse unreservedly 
these four colleges. They are sound in 
educational structure, but more important, 
they operate upon a strong spiritual foun- 
dation, as is evidenced by the number of 
their graduates in the ministry, as well 
as by the quality of their entire alumni. 
Let us give our Church Colleges the re- 
sources and tools, for they are vital to the 
life of our Church, and through the 
Church to the civilization of our day.” 


The colleges are all approved by the 
major accrediting associations in America. 
They offer students a program of Christian 
liberal education in the tradition of the 
Episcopal Church. All have chapels with 
resident Episcopal clergymen as chaplains 
and with a service centered around the 
Book of Common Prayer. All were found- 
ed by bishops of the Church, and all still 
have a strong representation of bishops 
among their trustees. One, the University 
of the South, is actually owned by twenty- 
two dioceses of the Church in the South; 
and two, Kenyon and Sewanee, have 
theological seminaries. | 


The strength of the Episcopal tradition 
on the campuses is shown by the fact 
that, despite limited numbers, these col- 
leges have supplied the Church with one- 
fourth of all its bishops and with fifteen 
percent of its clergy. This year, in supply- 
ing Episcopal theological seminaries with 
fourteen percent of their entering stu- 
dents, their ratio of productivity for the 
Church was seventy times that of the 
average of all other colleges.

Humanities. Elected to Phi Beta Kappa 
in his junior year, he was also a letterman 
in baseball, president of the Student Chris- 
tian Association, and the St. Paul’s Society 
( Episcopal ). 

As a Rhodes Scholar at Balliol College, 
Oxford, England, the Rev. Mr. Zabriskie 
studied philosophy for one year and econ- 
omics for one year, and was on the foot- 
ball and tennis teams. He received the 
Diploma in Theology, with distinction, 
in 1952. Upon his return to the United 
States, he entered the Virginia Theological 
Seminary, from which he was graduated 
Bachelor of Divinity (cum laude). He 
was ofdained a deacon in 1954 and a 
priest in 1955. 

The Rev. Mr. Zabriskie has long been 
active and interested in the youth and 
college work activities of the Episcopal 
Church. In 1947 he was a delegate, repre- 
senting the National Council's Division 
of College Work, to the Second World 
Conference of Christian Youth, held in 
Oslo, Norway. A member of the National 
Youth Commission from 1947-49, he 
represented the Commission at the Youth 
Section of the First Assembly of the 
World Council of Churches at Amster- 
dam in 1947 and was chairman of the 
Triennial Youth Convention, held in San 
Francisco in September, 1949. 


While serving in Amherst, he has been 
a member of the Department of College 
Work of the Diocese of Western Mas- 
sachusetts and a member of the Adult 
Division of the Department of Christian 
Education of that Diocese.

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MORE EFFECTIVE PRAYER

At the recent Annual Diocesan Convention Bishop Block 
stated, “The Woman's Auxiliary should have a different quality 
than other secular clubs. There should be a certain ‘plus’, re- 
lated to the cross on our altar, a note of sacrificial dedication 
in our service.” 


To this end, the Worship Department has laid stress on 
the responsibility of each parish worship chairman, working 
with the Board members, to set the pattern for women in 
her church. They have it in their power to make their group 
“just one more organization” in their community; or to carry 
out the directives of Triennial, to make them a “colony of God’s 


One Holy Church, in which people meet together to worship 
and to do God's business”. 


The carrying out of God's business is of vital and increasing 
interest today. A nationwide survey, recently conducted by 
Guidepost magazine, asked this question, “What would be the 
most helpful sermon topic for you?” The answer that had 
far the most votes was, “How can we make prayer more effect- 
ive?” This is a witness to what we all know to be true, that 
there is a great revival of interest in prayer and the devotional 
life. Many people have felt that their religion was inadequate. 
They have a lurking suspicion that something more could be 
found in the spiritual life. There is also the feeling that, in the 
past, too much emphasis has been placed on exhorting people 
to pray, without the realization that many people were not 
well-informed about how to pray effectively. Everywhere, 
people are showing a great desire and need for practical 
instruction in the theories and techniques of the devotional 
life. They want to be taught how to use prayer in dealing with 
day-to-day problems. 


Evidence of this is to be seen in the increasing demand for 
classes in instruction in prayer in this Diocese. On the basis 
of incomplete information, we know that during the past year 
classes were held at St. Clement’s, Berkeley, led by the Rev. 
J. Henry Thomas; at St. Mark’s Berkeley, led by Mrs. Wilbur 
Parker; at St. John’s Oakland, and Trinity, San Francisco, led 
by the Rev. C. Corwin Calavan; at St. Barnabas’, Arroyo Grande, 
led by the Rev. Alfred Focht; Mrs. I. W. Borda shared her 
“notes” with interested friends at St. Paul’s, San Rafael; and 
Mrs. Calavan is giving instruction at St. Matthew's, San Mateo. 
Two current classes number over 80 members. One interesting 
sidelight is that people from other denominations attend. 
Getting a crowd seems to be no problem when you give people 
something practical. 


Another evidence of the need for prayer is the fact that 17 
new chapters of the Brotherhood of St. Andrew, a men’s order 
dedicated to prayer and evangelism, have recently been organized 
in this Diocese. 


A third sign of spiritual interest is the growing number of 
quiet days and retreats. Again, while we do not have complete 
reports from all the Diocese, we do know that 8 or 10 parishes 
have quiet days regularly, and 3 or 4 parishes are sponsoring 
retreats. The men of the Diocese sponsor three retreats a year. 


Another évidence is the fact that teams from the Worship 
Department have been kept busy filling requests for speakers. 
Several dedicated women who are giving their time with great 
enthusiasm in leading this work are Mrs. I. W. Borda, Mrs. C. 
Corwin Calavan, Mrs. Harvey Skow, Mrs. Samuel Wagener, 
and Mrs. George Cobb. They are deeply conscious that it is 
God’s grace, not their own ability, that enables them to con- 
tribute. 

The team works in groups of three. The first person dis- 
cusses the basic needs for, and benefits derived from, prayer. 
The second explains the six types of prayer, illustrating with 
personal experiences. The third shows how one can practice 
the presence of God all day long. The suggestions made are 
those which have been a traditional part of the historic de- 
votional life of the Church. 

Occasionally, lay people, by witnessing and sharing their ex- 
periences, can open new vistas. It is the firm conviction of the 
Worship Department that our main job is not to give detailed 
information, nor to stress words or rules of conduct, but rather 
to urge a new perspective, a new attitude, a closer relationship 
with a living, loving God. It is to try to interest others to the 
point that they may be inspired to try the life of prayer, and 
to go to their own clergy to request further instruction. 

We have adopted the following long-range program: 


1. Strongly emphasize the worship service in Auxiliary meet- 
ings. Request officers for more inspirational programs. 

2. Encourage family prayer. 

3. Encourage regular classes in personal-prayer instruction. 

4. Stress the importance of, and help organize, prayer groups 
in each parish. 

5. Work toward two quiet days in each Convocation, one each 
in Advent and in Lent. Work toward a retreat in each 
Convocation. 

6. Have literature and speakers available. 


We remember Bishop Block’s wise words to a worship speaker 
who was experiencing the usual qualms and feelings of personal 
inadequacies: “God does not call the people who fit, but He 
does fit the people He calls. You will get so much more than 
you can possibly give that you will be thankful for the rest of 
your life for this wonderful opportunity of working in the 
Worship Department.” How right he was!

well and pleasantly settled in their new home. The rector, the 
Rev. William Turner, expressed very earnestly his gratitude 
for the great assistance, inspiration, and support he had received 
from the associate rector, the Rev. Leighton Nugent, and his 
devoted wife. 


I then flew to Birmingham for a week’s Lenten preaching 
at the Church of the Advent, which I had visited hitherto. 
It is interesting to note that I followed the new Bishop of 
Texas, the Rt. Rev. John Hines, who began his ministry as 
my assistant in St. Louis. Bishop Hines is unusually gifted and 
will serve with distinction as Bishop Quin’s successor. 


Throughout my trip the weather made news. For instance, 
we reached St. Louis when the temperature was 85° and the 
next day it dropped to 20°. It rained almost the entire week 
that I was in Birmingham, but this did not radically affect the 
congregations nor dampen the spifitual ardor of those who 
for years participated in these daily services throughout the 
Lenten season. 


The Church of the Advent has as its rector, the Rev. John 
Turner, the brother of my host in New Orleans. In addition 
to the Lenten services, I celebrated the Holy Communion and 
addressed the Men’s Club and the Business Women of this 
large and outstanding parish. I was able, too, to renew an 
acquaintance of long standing with the Rev. and Mrs. J. M. 
Keith Lee from Virginia. It gave me a feeling of nostalgia 
to be entertained in their hospitable home, surrounded by 
lovely pieces of colonial furniture, which, I suspect, are their 
most precious inheritance. Wherever I visited in Mississippi 
or Louisiana, the camellias and the azaleas were in fairly 
riotous blossom, and as the season is more advanced than in 
Northern California, one felt that he had moved well into 
Spring almost over night. 


Finally, it was good to be back at the Cathedral for a Con- 
firmation visitation and to hear again the boys’ choir and the 
lovely organ music of Richard Purvis, of both of which I am 
rather inordinately proud. In the afternoon I was able to visit 
Trinity, Hayward, and to see the dramatic changes that have 
taken place during my absence of two years. The plans of the 
Rev. John Luther and his people are exciting. Due to their 
foresight in securing adequate and well located property, the 
new Trinity should in a fairly short time become one of the 
great churches of the Diocese. 


On Monday night, March 19, I visited St. John’s, Ross, and 
confirmed a class of 68 persons. Seldom, if ever, have I seen 
a more charming, delightful, and responsive, group of young 
people. Their spirit of devotion and concentration upon the 
service was profoundly impressive, as were their lovely manners. 
Most of them sought me out personally to express their ap- 
preciation of the privilege of Confirmation at the Bishop’s hands. 
It seemed cruel to preach to a congregation where people were 
standing almost the entire length of the side aisles and several 
deep at the rear of the nave. It was a gay and lovely service. 
I came away with a song in my heart and I am sure this feeling 
was shared by their fine rector and people. 


The Diocese is on the march. God bless us, everyone.

impressed with the sincerity of Church interest here manifested. 
The church is a lovely small structure, recently brought into 
full repair; and, since all of Contra Costa County is burgeoning 
with new life, there is every prospect for a healthy work here. 
We are greatly indebted to the Rev. Frederick Lattimore for 
his missionary vision and dedication. 


A week ago I was happy to make the annual episcopal 
visitation to St. Mark’s, Berkeley, which has always been one 
of the stronger parishes of the Diocese, even before the dis- 
tinguished rectorship of Bishop Parsons. Situated as it is on 
the border of the campus of the University of California, it has 
always had, and even more latterly, a strategic location for the 
prosecution of college work. The Diocese is greatly in debt 
to the parish for their great contribution in money, men, and 
physical equipment, to the college-work program. The large Con- 
firmation class was the second to be presented this year, and the 
congregation, which I understand is quite usual, filled every 
seat in this spacious church. The staff, headed by the Rev. 
Walter Williams and the Rev. Robert Rodenmayer, is of the 
highest caliber. Mrs. Williams was formerly one of the talented 
leaders in the National Church’s Department of Christian Educa- 
tion. The parish is working on plans to acquire several adjacent 
properties on Durant Avenue for a future which is more prom- 
ising than ever, because of the University’s commitments and 
plans south of the campus. 

As I think back on the Convention, there are two or three 
things which evidence the growth of the Diocese in the last 
few years. One of them is in the fact that now our delegations 
fill the Cathedral almost all the way to the rear. Another evi- 
dence of growth is in the number of Confirmations reported 
from the churches. In 1953, there were 2271 Confirmations re- 
ported; in 1954, 2680; and last year, 1955, there were 3088. 
Not more than 6 or 7 dioceses in the American Church report 
more. The number of communicants, now numbering approxi- 
mately 33,000, steadily increases. This means, of course, that 
there are over 50,000 baptized Episcopalians in our Diocese 
alone. 

Another matter which exalted the spirit of the Convention 
was the application of seven newly-established missions for 
union with the Diocese. The establishment. of seven new 
churches within one year’s time gives us all a vivid picture of the 
growth of the Church as nothing else could. It is the second 
time in 2 years something like this has happened in the Diocese. 

In my address I mentioned tithing again and the necessity 
of our keeping before us this biblical practice as a guide 
for the perplexing problem of how much of our income we 
should set apart for God’s work. The practice of tithing is 
growing in the Episcopal Church with every passing year, 
because there is no other plan which so satisfies our Christian 
conscience. Our own Church is getting out literature, which 
we should like to see disseminated in all our churches that our 
people may be confronted with a method of contribution 
which brings real happiness to those who will adopt it. Bishop 
Block and I wish to have a list of all our people in the Diocese 
who are tithers and we shall appreciate it if you will send such 
names to either of us. We shall not, of course, use them in any 
publicity. Such lists are being accumulated by several of our 
bishops for personal use only. 
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Survey Plots 


Olympia Diocesan Growth 

The Unit of Research of the National 
Council (a Division of the Home Depart- 
ment) has recently concluded a survey in 
the Diocese of Olympia. Under the lead- 
ership of the Rev. Joseph G. Moore, Ph.D., 
director, and his assistant, the Rev. John 
C. McCarty, more than 2000 clergy and 
lay-people of the Diocese were involved 
in the project, which lasted more than 
a year. 


Results of the survey were presented to 
the Diocese at conferences at Diocesan 
House, Seattle, on February 10 and 11. 
The findings included several items for 
gratification: 


“A study of the vital statistics of the 
entire Diocese indicates healthy increases 
in every aspect, both as to membership 
and stewardship. There were 11,449 bap- 
tized members in 1930, 24,203 in 1950, 
and 33,724 at the end of 1954. 


“The comparative general population 
increase within the 17 counties of the 
Diocese indicates that the rate of growth 
of the baptized members far exceeds the 
population increase. The population in 
the diocesan area in 1940 was 1,207,610, 
and the estimated population at the end 
of 1954 was 1,751,000, or an increase of 
45.0%. During the same period, the 
number of baptized members of our 
Church increased from 14,284 in 1940, 
to 33,724 in 1954, or at the rate of 136%. 


“The increases noted in baptized mem- 
bership are also apparent in communicant 
membership. There were 7,925 communi- 
cants in 1930, 10,561 in 1940, and 18,114 
in 1954, for an increase of 71.5%.” 


Parish meetings to explain the findings 
and recommendations of the Survey Com- 
mittee were held in every parish and mis- 
sion by District Commissioners during 
February-March.

well and pleasantly settled in their new home. The rector, the 
Rev. William Turner, expressed very earnestly his gratitude 
for the great assistance, inspiration, and support he had received 
from the associate rector, the Rev. Leighton Nugent, and his 
devoted wife.

impressed with the sincerity of Church interest here manifested. 
The church is a lovely small structure, recently brought into 
full repair; and, since all of Contra Costa County is burgeoning 
with new life, there is every prospect for a healthy work here. 
We are greatly indebted to the Rev. Frederick Lattimore for 
his missionary vision and dedication. 

A week ago I was happy to make the annual episcopal 
visitation to St. Mark’s, Berkeley, which has always been one 
of the stronger parishes of the Diocese, even before the dis- 
tinguished rectorship of Bishop Parsons. Situated as it is on 
the border of the campus of the University of California, it has 
always had, and even more latterly, a strategic location for the 
prosecution of college work. The Diocese is greatly in debt 
to the parish for their great contribution in money, men, and 
physical equipment, to the college-work program. The large Con- 
firmation class was the second to be presented this year, and the 
congregation, which I understand is quite usual, filled every 
seat in this spacious church. The staff, headed by the Rev. 
Walter Williams and the Rev. Robert Rodenmayer, is of the 
highest caliber. Mrs. Williams was formerly one of the talented 
leaders in the National Church’s Department of Christian Educa- 
tion. The parish is working on plans to acquire several adjacent 
properties on Durant Avenue for a future which is more prom- 
ising than ever, because of the University’s commitments and 
plans south of the campus. 

As I think back on the Convention, there are two or three 
things which evidence the growth of the Diocese in the last 
few years. One of them is in the fact that now our delegations 
fill the Cathedral almost all the way to the rear. Another evi- 
dence of growth is in the number of Confirmations reported 
from the churches. In 1953, there were 2271 Confirmations re- 
ported; in 1954, 2680; and last year, 1955, there were 3088. 
Not more than 6 or 7 dioceses in the American Church report 
more. The number of communicants, now numbering approxi- 
mately 33,000, steadily increases. This means, of course, that 
there are over 50,000 baptized Episcopalians in our Diocese 
alone. 

Another matter which exalted the spirit of the Convention 
was the application of seven newly-established missions for 
union with the Diocese. The establishment: of seven new 
churches within one year’s time gives us all a vivid picture of the 
growth of the Church as nothing else could. It is the second 
time in 2 years something like this has happened in the Diocese. 

In my address I mentioned tithing again and the necessity 
of our keeping before us this biblical practice as a guide 
for the perplexing problem of how much of our income we 
should set apart for God’s work. The practice of tithing is 
growing in the Episcopal Church with every passing year, 
because there is no other plan which so satisfies our Christian 
conscience. Our own Church is getting out literature, which 
we should like to see disseminated in all our churches that our 
people may be confronted with a method of contribution 
which brings real happiness to those who will adopt it. Bishop 
Block and I wish to have a list of all our people in the Diocese 
who are tithers and we shall appreciate it if you will send such 
names to either of us. We shall not, of course, use them in any 
publicity. Such lists are being accumulated by several of our 
bishops for personal use only.

Survey Plots 


Olympia Diocesan Growth 

The Unit of Research of the National 
Council (a Division of the Home Depart- 
ment) has recently concluded a survey in 
the Diocese of Olympia. Under the lead- 
ership of the Rev. Joseph G. Moore, Ph.D., 
director, and his assistant, the Rev. John 
C. McCarty, more than 2000 clergy and 
lay-people of the Diocese were involved 
in the project, which lasted more than 
a year. 


Results of the survey were presented to 
the Diocese at conferences at Diocesan 
House, Seattle, on February 10 and 11. 
The findings included several items for 
gratification: 


“A study of the vital statistics of the 
entire Diocese indicates healthy increases 
in every aspect, both as to membership 
and stewardship. There were 11,449 bap- 
tized members in 1930, 24,203 in 1950, 
and 33,724 at the end of 1954. 


“The comparative general population 
increase within the 17 counties of the 
Diocese indicates that the rate of growth 
of the baptized members far exceeds the 
population increase. The population in 
the diocesan area in 1940 was 1,207,610, 
and the estimated population at the end 
of 1954 was 1,751,000, or an increase of 
45.0%. During the same period, the 
number of baptized members of our 
Church increased from 14,284 in 1940, 
to 33,724 in 1954, or at the rate of 136%. 


“The increases noted in baptized mem- 
bership are also apparent in communicant 
membership. There were 7,925 communi- 


cants in 1930, 10,561 in 1940, and 18,114 


in 1954, for an increase of 71.5%.”

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African Bishops 
Propose Laws 

Canon laws on baptism, confirmation, 
and marriage, were drafted by the An- 
glican bishops of East Africa at their 
biennial conference in Dar Es Salaam, 
Tanganyika. The proposed laws will be 
sent to diocespn councils and synods 
throughout E: Airica for their con- 
sideration. 

Six of the fourteen prelates in the 
Church of East Africa are native Africans. 
When the bishops last met in Tanganyika 
six yeats ago, the Church had only one 
native bishop: the Rt. Rev. Aberi Balya, 
Assistant Bishop of Uganda. 

In 1952, the Re. Rev. Festo Lutaya was 
also made an Assistant Bishop of Uganda 
and the Rt. Rev Stephen Tomusange was 
appointed Assistant Bishop of the Upper 
Nile. 

Last May, three more Africans were 
consecrated bishops in the Nambirembe 
Cathedral, Kampala, Uganda, by the Most 
Rev. and Rt. Hon. Geoffrey Francis Fisher, 
Archbishop of Canterbury. They are: the 
Rt. Rev. Yokana Omari, Assistant Bishop 
of Central Tanganyika; and the Rt. Revs. 
Obadiah Kariuki and Festo Olang, As- 
sistant Bishops of Mombasa. 


Christian-Unity-W eek 
Committee Formed 

The formation of a consultative con- 
ference, on a broader basis, to promote 
prayer for Christian Unity was envisaged 
at a meeting in London on January 20. 

Representatives of the Anglican Com- 
munity of St. John the Evangelist, the 
Community of the Resurrection, and the 
Society of St. Francis, which had previ- 
ously taken the responsibility for prepar- 
ing the Call to Prayer, were present, along 
with Methodist and Congregational min- 
isters, and representatives of the inter- 
ested organizations. 

The meeting decided: 
“That an interdenominational consultative 
conference be formed to promote prayer 
for unity, and, in particular, the observ- 
ance of the Week of Prayer for Christian 
Unity from January 18 to 25 each year; 
“That the conference be known as the 
Conference for Promoting Prayer for 


Unity, and consist of persons and repre- 
sentatives of organizations who are able 
to further its objects, particularly in the 
councils of religious bodies, in the publi- 
cation of articles in magazines, etc., and 
in the production and dissemination of 
literature to suit denominational needs; 
and 

“That the conference meet annually to 
exchange information and to consider any 
matters affecting prayer for unity.” 

The invitation to be sent out will pre- 
serve a link between the new conference 
and the work of the late Abbe Couturier 
of Lyons, France. Abbe Couturier was 
the instigator of the Universal Week of 
Prayer for Christian Unity. 


Mission School Closed, 
Then Re-Opened 

Christ the King Anglican school in 
Sophia near Johannesburg is reported 
closed by the South African Ministry of 
Native Affairs. The school is attended by 
550 Negro children. No reason was 
given for the action. 

This is the latest incident resulting from 
application of the Bantu Education Act, 
which became effective last April. Under 
that law the government took over con- 
trol of thousands of mission schools. 

After the Bantu Education Act was 
passed, Dr. Ambrose Reeves, Anglican 
Bishop of Johannesburg, closed all 23 
mission schools in the diocese rather than 
put them under government control. Sub- 
sequently, he authorized the opening of 
Christ the King as a private school for 
550 pupils. 

The bishop, who has frequently de- 
nounced the Bantu Education Act and the 
government's apartheid policy, recently 
issued a particularly strong declaration 
against apartheid. He labeled it degrad- 
ing, suicidal for European (white) society, 
and a “fanatic flight from realities”. 

It has since been announced that the 
school has been reopened. The Minister 
of Native Affairs, Dr. Hendrik F. Ver- 
woerd, said that the earlier order for clos- 
ing the school had been issued in error. 
He said that the work of the school could 
continue for two months, pending the 
provision of other facilities by the gov- 
ernment. 


In a further statement issued after the 
Minister's decision, the Bishop of Johan- 
nesburg, Dr. Reeves, declared: “It is as if 
a murderer with hands around the throat 
of his victim released his grasp when he 
heard the death rattle and told him he 
had decided to kill him in an hour's time. 
The point is that the victim is going to 
die in any case.” 


Council Executive 
Announces Retirement 


The Rev. Abbott Book, D.D., executive 
director of the Northern - California — 
Nevada Council of Churches, has an- 
nounced that 1956 will be his culminating 
year as chief administrative officer of the 
Council. 


Dr. Book, now 67, will retire January 
31, 1957. In a letter to the Council's Board 
of Directors, the California clergyman 
spoke of his fourteen years as executive 
director as “the crowning experience in 
my whole ministry of forty-two years”. 


Since 1942 the Rev. Dr. Book, a Dis- 
ciples-of-Christ minister, has guided the 
Council’s growth from a loose association 
of a few local churches to the present 
strong federation of twenty-six major An- 
glican, Orthodox, and Protestant, denom- 
inations with activities in sixteen areas 
of Christian service. 


In accepting Dr. Book’s resignation 
with regret, the Board of Directors ex- 
pressed confidence that his final year of 
leadership will result in the most fruit- 
ful months of the Council's history. 


Icelandic Episcopate 
Nine Centuries Old 

The Icelandic Post Office has just issued 
a new series of stamps to commemorate 
the 900th anniversary of the consecration 
of the first Icelandic bishop. The stamps 
will be issued with a surcharge, the pro- 
ceeds of which will be given to the fund 
for the erection of a church in Skalholt, 
Iceland's old episcopal residence and cul- 
tural centre. The stamps bear the pictures 
of Skalholt’s old cathedral, long since 
pulled down, and of two of the most 
famous Icelandic bishops.
